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BELGIUM PECULIARITIES. 


PEOPLE, SCENES, AND INCIDENTS IN 


Western America Not the Only Prairie Coun- 
try in the World—A Nation Which Is 
Musical Clear to the Core—The Vaunted 
Railway System of Belgium and Its Ex- 
asperating Pavements—What Happened 
to Ostend When the Burgomaster Died. 


Brussexts, Sept. 16. — [Special Correspond- 
ence. After a jaunt through Holland and 
Northern Belgium an American from any of 
the Western States is inclined to resent all 
further invidious references to the flatness 
They do not call the 
land hereabouts prairie, but that is what it 
is. In Belgium it is not below the sea-ievel, 
as in the Netherlands, and they are not 
obliged to fence out the ocean, or in their 
drainage probiems study how to make water 
stand upwards. But until Brussels is reached 
it is mostly as barren of hills as any part of 
Illinois and as flat as a joke from Punch. 
Voltaire epitomized Holland as acountry of 
„ canaux, canards, canaille’’—easily rendered 
into English as “canals, ducks, and rabble,” 
though the alliteration and quaintness are 
lost in the translation. The description ap- 
plies fairly to Northern Belgium, albeit it is 
a little unjust, as any epigram is apt to be. 

Rides through the country are particularly 
interesting to those same Western Ameri- 
cans, as showing how beautifulany neégh- 
borhood can be made, no matter how level 
the land. The whole foliage growth of Bel- 
gium has plainly been forced by human per- 
sistence; and miles of perfectly shaded roads 
and canals, embowered villages, farm-houses 
inclosed by heavy trees, and girt with thick 
hedges, and charming gardens everywhere, 
make the traveler forget the universal flat- 
In viewing the scene he 


may sometimes doubt that the earth is round, 
but never that itis beautiful. There is noth- 
ing in all this that could not with time 
and care be duplicated 
country of America; and if it is not done it 
will be because our home rustics prefer the 
unbroken sweep of prairie to the charm and 
variety which may be obtained at the ex- 
nse of some effort, patience, and outlay. 
e small holdings of land here are favor- 
able to this general disposition to encourage 
the growth of foliage, although the fostering 
of the same on town streets and country 
roads has been governmental work. Butany 
town or county in the United States could do 
the same, and this in turn would incite indi- 
vidual effort until every prairie and vi 
in the West would be as attractive as the 
handsomest “ garden lands of Belgium.“ 
The rail 
admiringly the world over, but one is at a 
loss to discover what there is so remarkable 
or admirable about it. Fares are cheap; but 
as every bit of baggage except hand has

he roads are exceptionally smooth and 
trains run frequently. But the carriages of 
any class are not so well furnished as in cor- 
responding grades on other Euro 
The railroad system fs under 
management, and all the employés are atten- 
tive and obliging. Butnot one of them ever 
knows a fact outside his own particular 
work. The traveler, for instance, often finds 
that the man who sells him a ticket is quite 
ignorant of the time all the trains leave; and 
he must perhaps learn that and the other im- 
portant matters of changes at junctio 
from a gatekeeper or train-guard. 
tions in running time are sometimes made 
with no general announcement to the public; 
and the traveler who arrives at the station 
only to find that the train advertised to leave 
in ten minutes has been gone half an hour is 
met with respectful attention as he blas- 
hemes, but has no other solace or redress.

lines, and so runs things as it pleases. Smok- 
ing is so universal that an average of only 
one compartment out of three is reserved 
for ladies and others who do not use pipes and 
cigars, and there is some native grumbling 
when the trains are crowded at even 
limited exclusion of the smokers.

the discovery of new truth.” 

“Doctrines is the precise and modest term 
Prof. Huxley applies to them, with a frank rec- 
ognition of the possibility of their being sup- 
planted hereafter by others; nor does he fail 
to repudiate the fanatical dogmatism of the ex- 
treme materialistic evolutionists who claim for 
these, not a doctrinal character, but that of dem- 
onstrated laws, if not of axioms. “If,’’ he can- 
didly writes, if all kinds of matter are modifi- 
cations of one kind, and if all modes of motion 
are derived from the same energy, the orderly 
evolution of physical nature out of one substrat- 
um and one energy implies that the rules of ac- 
tion of that energy should be fixed and definit. 
In the past history of the universe, back to that 
point, there can be no room for chance or dis- 
order. But itis possible to raise the question 
whether this universe of simplest matter 
and definitly operating energy, which forms our 
hypothetical starting point, may not itself be a 
product of evolution from a universe of such 
matter in which the manifestations of energy 
were not definit—in which, for example, our laws 
of motion held good forsome units and not for 
others, or for the same units at one time and not 
at another—and which would therefore be a real 
epicurean chance world.” 

Carrying the essential principles of evolution, 
of molecular matter, and of the conservation of 
energy—the great trinity of the physical science 
of the Victorian reign—thus to their logical ulti- 
mate, the most eminent of British physicists 
gracefully owns that he cannot see any further 
than anybody else. “I must confess that I find 
the air of this region of speculation too rarefied 
for my constitution, and Iam disposed to take 
refuge in ignoramus et ignorabimus.’”’ If, in his 
belief. we know not and shall not know whether 
these three doctrines are or are not true, but 
merely workable hypotheses helping toward the 
ascertainment of physical truth, he is not in the 
least doubt about the spontaneous generation of 


life, he asserts that we know only that it takes 
its origin from preéxisting protoplasm. 

The doctrine of spontaneous generation held its 
ground from antiquity down to the middle of the 
seventeenth century; Harvey believed in it as 
really as Aristotle. Redi shook it to its founda- 
tions. In the middle of the eighteenth century it 
was revived upon anew phase by Buffon and 
Needham; the experiments of Spallanzani laid it 
at rest once more. It took refuge among parasites 
and the lowest and minutest organisms; and just 
fifty years ago Schwann and others proved that. 
with respect to these, it was untenable. In our 
time it has been again revived, “and the prob- 
lem has been investigated by experimental 
methods of a precision and refinement unknown 
to previous investigators. The result is that the 
evidence in favor of abiogenesis has utterly 
broken down in every case which has been 
properly tested.” No more complete disposal of 
the alleged “ conflict” between religion and sci- 
ence coald be or has been made from the field of 
theology.

“ ENTERPRISE” OF LONDON REPORTERS. 


All Eminent Americans Totally Ignored. 
From Chaunce M. Depew’s interview: But 
to return to the ignorance which exists 
among intelligent English people respecting 
American affairs and the personality of 
American statesmen. Itis simply astound- 
ing. No man is certainly known in America 
any better than Mr. Blaine. But on one oc- 
cosien, when he was about to be irtroduced 
toa leading Englishman in London, who 
stands as high there as Mr. Blaine does here, it 
was found to me ge he En- 
lishman who Mr. Blaine was and what were 
fis claims to consideration. Doesn’t that 
seem incredible? The only three Americans 
whom Englishmen of high and low degree 
know and with whose careers they are famil- 
iar are George Washington, Abraham Lin- 
coln and James Garfield. Grant is scarcely 
more than a name now. George.Washington 
is revered just as he is revered here. 
He bas been idealized. Lincoln is known in 
connection with the abolition of slavery and 
Garfield is known because he fell by the as- 
sasin’s hand. The ignorance 1 speak of re- 
flects the indifference of the London news- 
pers with respect to American affairs. 
The presence of Mr. Blaine in London was of 
no account tothem. At one and the same 
time there were staying in London four such 
men as Simon Cameron, Senator Joseph R.

MONETARY. 


The footings of the bank clearings in this city 
Jast week confirm the superfic:al evidences dur- 
ing the week of a decrease in transactions, the 
total being $3,500,000 less than for the preceding 
week, though larger than for the corresponding 
period in 1886. For the month of September 
there was a gain of about 10 per cent over the 
corresponding month of last year. It is by no 
means a bad sign that business operations de- 
creased somewhat last week. During the pre- 
ceding week there was a sort of fever growing 
out of the tightness in the money marketin New 
York and a slight stringency inthis city. Trade 
in Chicago is nowin good shape, and with a fairly 
easy money market, which there is now every rea- 
son to expect, and the demand for goods that 
naturally comes in the fail, October will no 
doubt be a good month. 

It was a quiet Saturday at the banks. The de- 
mand for money from the merchants was about 
as it had been in the preceding days of the week. 
Loanable funds have no doubt accumulated in 
the banks to some extent in the last few days, 
but the bankers are lending as conservatively as 
ever in view of the increased demands that they 
know will be made on this city because it is a re- 
serve centre and for other reasons. Many 
ple who have heretofore depended on New York 
and Boston for loans will hereafter borrow here. 
The rates were unchanged—6 per cent for call, 
the same for the very best time ioans, 7 for the 
ordinary discounts, and 8 for small loans. 

There were some shipments of currency to the 
country, but the aggregate was not large. The 
orders came muinly from the spring wheat re- 
gion. Eastern bills sold at 70c discount. Foreign 
exchange was quiet at previous quotations. 

So far as outward appearances are concerned 
the local security market was as quiet as ever, 
but certain dealers reported that they had made 
some good private transactions, and that the 
market looked better. One hundred shares of 
Chicago City Railroad were sold at 365. One Con-

Some important improvements are 
now in progress, and more will be made next 
year. At the northeast corner of Dearborn 
and Quincy streets is the conspicious brick 
building owned by Charles C. Heisen. In 
the rear of this and adjoining it Mr. 
Heisen is erecting a thoroughly fire- 
roof structure, ten stories an high 
ment, which is to have a frontage of 
seventy-five feet and a depth of sixty feet, 
with a court in the rear. The front is to be 
of stoneto the second story and pressed 
brick above. It will have one of the finest 
entrance arches in the city. It will be con- 
nected with the building on Dearborn street, 


both Dearborn and Quincy. Quincy street is 
so cut up that it 1s proposed to have the name 
of that part of it changed to Temple court or 
Custom-House place. The building now in 
use is largely. occupied by lawyers, particu- 
lariy patent lawyers, there being eleven 
firms in it. There were forty vacant offices 
in it April 1, and there are only five 
now. he two top floors of the new 
building have already been leased. The 
two structures together have a frontage 
of ninety-two feeton Dearbora and 125 on 
Quincy, and the entire value of the property 
will not be far from $700,000. These two 
buildings will stand out prommently above 
the shanties of that section. It is hoped that 
they will have more com next year. 
South of Van Buren street, on born, Mr. 
Heisen is erecting a nine-story building, 
which will have a frontage of fifty feet and 
run through to Third avenue. The first story 
isto be of Bedford stone and the upper 
stories of fine brown brick like 
those of which the new Rookery 
Building is constructed. The interior will 
be finished in Georgia marble. There will 
be two elevators. This, too, will be an office 
building—an innovation in that part of the 
city. It is believed, however, that such a 
structure will be rapidly filled up. There is 
ademand for offices in the vicinity of the 
Government Building at a moderate rental. 
They cannot be furnisned at low rates north 
ot Van Buren street on account of the high 
cost of land, but lots are 50 per cent cheaper 
where Mr. Heisen is erecting his buiiding, 
aud he can rent small offices at $10 per 
month. 
CHICAGO INVESTMENTS IN TOLEDO. 

The City of Toledo is expecting a very ma- 
terial advance in real estate, largely on ac- 
count of the success of the natural-gas ex- 
periment, and leading Chicago capitaiists, 
entertaining the same expectation, are in- 
vesting there. Henry Strong of this city 
has bought the land and building at the 
northeast corner of Madison and Superior 
streets, having a frontage of 120 feet, for 
$120,000. The building cost $36,000, and 
the lot 1s therefore valued at $700 a foot. 
The corner is one of the best in the city. 
B. L. Honoré of this city has bought 
& property on the corner of Madison and Hu- 
ron streets for $40, and it is supposed that 
he acted for Potter Palmer. J. U. Jennings 
has also made a purchase in Toledo.

They can consult the records and other 
memoranda, participate in the - discussions, and 
make any suggestions as to the management of 
the board they choose, and their counsel is de- 
sired as to ordinances affecting real estate that 
the board may from time to time desire the City 
Council to pass. The moral support of these 
owners is what the board is seeking. The in- 
come from their dues is not needed, as the insti- 
tution is pecuniarily pretty well fixed.

THE WORK OF THE CONVENTION, 


The Session to Be an Important One—Talk 
of the Kickers.“ 

Mrxneapouis, Minn., Oct. 1.—[Special.]— 
Monday the General Assembly of the Knights 
of Labor of America convenes in Minneapo- 
lis. This will without doubt be the most im- 
portant convention of the order yet held. 
Though the deliberations of the delegates will 
very possibly not take on the ultra-sensation- 
al coloring so freely predicted by imaginative 
correspondents during the last two months 
enouch is definitly known to warrant the 
statement that matters of the utmost impor- 
tance to the order and to workingmen every- 
where will come up for discussion and settie- 
ment. An effort will be made to compress 
the whole work of the assembly within a 
week. Two years ago, at Hamilton, Ont., 
the session occupied eight days,and last year 
at Richmond, Va., sixteen days. The con- 
vention entails a large expense for every day 
it continues, and, besides, most of the deie- 
gates are workingmen who find it difficult to 
leave their —— ment for more than a 
week. The general officers are nearly all on 
the ground. Among the first to come were 
the representatives of the “antis,” the 
element of opposition to the present adminis- 
tration, which will be largely represented in 
the convention, but the general officers and 
their friends have no fears. T. B. McGuire 
of the General Executive Board voiced the 
sentiment of the administration when he 
saia: “General Master Workman Pow- 
derly will have a stronger hold on 
the order after this convention 
than ever before. It may be stated with the 
utmost positiveness that there is not the 
slightest danger of Powderly being un- 
seatea. That there is deep and more or less 
widespread dissatisfaction with the policy 
that now controls the order there is no ques- 
tion. But the great majority of the Knights 
the country over are still with Powderly and 
stand by his policy. This is aum now 
that the convention is so close at band by 
many of the ‘antis’ themselves.“ A Min-

The first real information concernin 
great falling off in the stren of 
the order will be obtained at next week’s 
convention. It has been widely reported 
the membership at the time of last 
2 convention was, in round numbers, 
000,000; but, as a matter of fact, the official 
figures as — in the printed record of pro- 
ceedings show the gross number of members 
in good standing to have been precisely 
702,024; and the number of jocal assem- 
blies in working order to have been 
yg It will probably be found when 
e officiai figures are at the 
coming session that the membership is yet 
considerably over half a million, and that the 
decline has much less than current ru- 
mors have made it. Indeed, it is denied by 
those who should know that there has been 
any net decrease in membership, although 
an increase is not claimed. Those who are 
given to doubting can make their own calcu- 
lation from the roll of delegates, each of 
whom will represent 3,000 members. If the 
delegates number 179 it be taken for 
granted that the strength ofthe order will 
not fall short of a half million. Last year’s 
convention, with its 658 delegates, was found 
to be too large for effective work, but the in- 
crease since then in the basis of apportion- 
ment from 1,000 to 3,000 gives promise of a 
more satisfactory management of business. 
A bitter fight will doubtless be made 
against the new constitution, but the thor- 
ough canvass which has been made shows 
that it will be adopted by an overwhelmin 
majority. The attitude of the order toward 
the trades-unionists has been widely dis- 
cussed of late, but it is — * — to predict 
how much all this talk will amount to. Ac- 
tion must also be taken regarding the atti- 
tude of the order to the American 
Federation of Laber, its new rival, toward 
the International Cigarmakers’ Union, to- 
ward Socialism, and toward the temperance 
question. The cases of the Canadian Knights, 
of the Montauk Districts, and of John Mor. 
rison’s carpet-workers, and of malcontents 
from all quarters of the country will be 
pushed to the front. But, notwithstanding 
all these opportunities for strife and bitter 
dissension, it cannot be denied that the lead- 
ers of the order who are already in Minne- 
apolis are entirely confident of the outcome 
of the assembiy’s work.

He Utters a Strong Speech Supporting a 
Continuance of the Pian of Campaign 
—Morley Scores Chamberlain aad Says 
that Gladstone Must Be Summoned to 
Pilot the Ship of State—The Rouvier 
Cabinet Doomed to Defeat — General 
Foreign Intelligence.

A GREAT LIBERAL MEETING, 


Morley Makes Reply to Chamberlain—The 
Ship of State in Distress. 

Loxpox, Oct. 1.—A great Liberal demon- 
stration was held at Templecombe, Dorset- 
shire, today. Twenty thousand persons were 
present, Somerset, Hants, and Wilts sending 
contingents. John Morley was the chief 
speaker, and he replied to Mr. Chamberlain’s 
recent speech at Birmingham. He de- 
nied that the Gladstonian position was not 


verfectly clear. The Liberals stood with 
their feet upon a rock. Gladstone had an- 
nounced his assent to the modifications of 
his original home-rule plan, and every one of 
his colleagues who were concerned in pre- 
paring the bill also cordially assented. What 
more cid anybody want to know? He was 
amazed that Chamberlain did not produce his 
own plan. [Cheers.] Was Chamberlain 
against home rule altogether? The Glad - 
stonlans wanted to now also what 
Radicais like Chamberlain thought about 
the doings at Mitchellstown, Ennis, and 
other places. As for Chamberlain's 
urging the postponement of Irish for English 
legislation, the position of Ireland would 
not allow Parliament to deal with other 
affairs. The ship of state was in a storm, 
surrounded by tumultuous waves. There 
was one way of making port—summon back 
the old pilot. Much was said about the waste 
of time by Parliament. Chamberlain had 
referred to the question of disestablishment 
as ripe for settlement, but what waste of 
time would be so great as to ask Par- 
liament, a majority of whose members were 
Tories, to discuss disestablishment? As for 
the Unionists, rather than let Gladstone go 
back to power they would establish and en- 
dow the Devil and all his angels. Disestab- 
lishment, liquor reform, and free schools 
were all Liberal questions.

Club 
men are a good deal more indignant over the 
money scandal than at the revelations of the 
culprit’s domestic relations; nevertheless, 
while Col. Hughes-Hallett is universally 
blamed for his very unmanly and dis- 
honorable conduct, the style which tne 
Gazette has used in its attacks and disclosure 
is equally condemned. The editor of the St.

THE ARREST OF TILGHMAN, 


Details of the Swindles of Which He Is Ac- 
cused, 

Bxxrrx, Oct. 1.—- [New York World Cable.] 
Further details of the arrest of Tilghman, 
who was one of Mr. Bayard’s personal selec- 
tions to ornament the Consular service at 
Berlin and later at Rotterdam, were made 
public today. The following paragraph de- 
scribing the arrest appeared in last evening’s 
papers and also in the morning papers: 

On account of repeated frauds the former 
American Vice-Consul, Wiliiam Percy Tilghman, 
has been arrested and is now waiting trial. Tilgh- 
man, who has meanwhile been dismissed from 
the American Governmental service, is charged 
by several countrymen to have swindled them 
out of sums of 3400 marks and 1,400 
marks by iving them drafts on Bos- 
ton and salary drafts on the American 
Government. These drafts were retugned by the 
Boston bank in which Tilghman claimed to 
have a large deposit, and also by the Govern- 
ment. Tilghman is further charged with swin- 
dling Berlin merchants, It is said that Tilghman 
obtained money to come to Europe on this last 
trip by getting a draft cashed upon his signature 
as a Government dffiicial. He came ever with an 
American family whose daughter he sought to 
marry. Tilghman was arrested at the Hotel 
Continental upon complaint of William Koch, 
who claims he lost cashing Tilghman’s 
fraudulent checks. Tilghman was arrested as he 
was about to escape from Berlin, alleging that 
he was going away for his wife and family. 
Tilghman is now very ill. He is suffering 
from rheumatism and partial paralysis of the 
face. He is very indignant over his arrest. He 
has been held for trial. His Berlin creditors 
hope his friends will come to his rescue and settle 
his bills. Some think Tilghman is insane.

LOCAL CIVIL-SERVICE REFORM. 


Harry Donovayp Thinks It Would Not Work 
Well Around the City-Hall. 

Although the Civil-Service Reform League 
is not satisfied with the work of the law in 
the Government Building, that’s the only 
place in Chicago where it is supposed to be 
in operation, and so Mr. Harry Donovan, the 
Superintendent of Carriers and member of 


the Board of Examiners, was asked what he 
thought of the plan to inaugurate the reform 
in the City and County Governments: “ Well, 
this is what Ithink. If civil-service rules 
were 2 in operation now under the present 
Republican machine management of the city 
and county affairs it would set the cause 
back a hundred years. Democrats who don’t 
believe in it would be more than supported in 
their doubts by the operation of eivil service 
in the hands of George Swift. O, yes, tne 
ordinances are all right. As a matter of pure 
theory they’re as fine as anything I know. 
That, too, is a good provision in Ald. Ham- 
line’s which makes the heads of departments 
report to the commission the cause for dis- 
missais. Every man ought to know the rea- 
son of his discharge—political or otherwise. 
But civil service under the guidance of ma- 
chine men would be a laughing 
stock. The Board of County Commissioners 
may contain a vast amount of reform: I think 
itdoes. Mr. Aldrich is a colleague of mime 
on the County Board of Education. He's a 
young man o t ambition and some abil- 
ity. Nevertheless, civil service would be 
found to consist in taking up men who have 
been discharged from the Government em- 
ploy for inefficiency or violation of the ruies 
and giving them places in the city or county 
government that have been faithfully filled 
by Democrats for years.”

TOWN OF LAKE DRAINAGE. 


A Criticism of the Double Sewerage Sys- 
tem Adopted by the Town Board. 

Norma Park, III., Oct. 1.—[Editor of The 
Tribune.|—A proper sewerage system is in- 
Gispensabie for health and convenience. The 
Town of Lake has a territory to drain of 
thirty-six square miles, to arrange a sewer- 
age system for which will require at least 
600 miles of sewers. The east half of the 
town reauires 300 miles of that. One hun- 
dred and seventy-eight miles is required in 
the territory north of Sixty-seventh street 
and east of Western avenue, which includes 
nine and one-half square miles. The rainfall 
from this section naturally flows to the north, 
into the South Branch of the Chicago River. 
The territory south of Sixty-seventh street 
and east of Western avenue has seven and 
one-half square miles to be drained, that will 
require at least 127 miles of sewers. The 
rainfall in this part of the town nat- 
urally flows to the southeast from 
about Sixty-seventh street on the north 
and flows into Calumet Lake. The new sys- 
tem adopted is to be commenced at once. The 
first sewer to be constructed starts at Thi ty- 
ninth street, on Halsted, and follows that 
street south to Sixty-seventh street, and 
thence west to Morgan. fhe sewer is to be 


73¢ feet at Thirty-ninth street and four feet“ 


at Morgen street, and about four miles long. 
The cost of this is estimated at $154,700—the 
funds to be raised by special assessments.

TO JOLIET? 


What the Brother and Counsel of the Pris- 
oner Have to Say on the Subject—A Re- 
view of the Testimony Against Him—It 
Is Claimed that the Identification on 
Which He Was Convicted Was Worth- 
less—What Warden McClaughry Thinks. 

Who really murdered H. P. Alien of Sand- 
wich, IIL, the crime to which convict James 
Young confessed several times—the iast two 
occasions on his death-bed—and for which 
William Thomas has been serving some eight 
years, continually hoping for Gubernatorial 
intervention, is stili a mystery; but the 
friends of Thomas and many disinterested 
persons claim that the young prisoner has 
been serving a sentence for a crime he never 
committed, convicted on aoubtful evidence 
given by doubtful witnesses.

The Largest Brilliant—Artificial Produc- 
tion of Sugar—Pasteur’s Methods. 
{Prepared for The Chicago Tribune. ] 

During 1886 photographs of the sun were 
taken on 199 days at Greenwich, and at observa- 
tories in India on 164 days of the intervening 
gaps, or on every day but two of the whole year. 
From these photographs it appears that the area 
and number of the sun-spots decreased during 
the year 1886, and are thus farthis year declin- 
ing.

Mr. George F. Kunz of New York describes 
and figures in Science another large diamond—in 
fact, the 1 t brilliant in world. But 
little is known of its earlier oe It is sup- 

however, to come from the famous Kim- 

rley mines of South Africa. Probably during 
June or July, 1884, 1t was discovered bya native 
working in the mines, and by bim was given up 
to the surveillance officer in the searching rooms. 
The officer, however, not being searched himself, 
played false, and the stone was sold by him to a

Much discussion arose concerning the proper 
cutting, but it was finally decided to cut as la 
a brilliant as sible; and it was accordingly 
sent to the po mills of Tacques Metz, at 
Amsterdam. The whole process consumed twelve 
months. In one operation a piece was removed 
which was cut asa small brilliant of nineteen 
carats, and sold for £4,000 to the King of Portu- 
gal. The finished stone is a beautif te 
sage gem of 180 carats, and, as before said, is 

largest brilliant in the world. It is 1 9-16 
inches long, 1 11-64 inches broad, and 15-16 of an 
inch thick. It is now held by the owners at $1,000,-

He Composed His First Song at the Case, 
a Poor and Uneducated Printer—His 
Genius First Recognised by Dr. Root— 
Some of the Best and Most Popular 
War Songs Are His—A Man of Fine 
Character, but of Roving Disposition. 


in Tue Trisune of recent date was printed 
an article by the Hartford (Conn.) corre- 
spondent of the New York World on Henry 
C. Work, the famous writer of war songs. 
The correspondent, Florine Thayer McCray, 
very properly took occasion to criticise Mr. 
Brander Matthews’ article, Songs of the 
War,“ in the August Century, in that many 
pages were devoted to a reproduction of the 
original manuscript of Mrs. Julia Ward 
Howe’s Battle Hymn of the Republic,” and 
the Baltimore Confederate song, My Marv- 
land,” set to the music of “ Lauriger Hora- 
tius,“ and a detailed description of the cir- 
cumstances under which they were written. 
while Work’s Marching Through Georgia,“ 
admitted by Mr. Matthews to be one of the 
two or three songs that will live, is dismissed 
with brief mention. It will be seen. there- 
fore, that the intentions of the World’s cor- 
respondént were good; unfortunately, how- 
ever, the article is not as good as the inten- 
tions, and in addition to many inaccuracies 
gives a very faulty impression of the man 
and his work and the circumstances under 
which his songs were written. The corre- 
spondent labored under the disadvantage of 
writing from Hartford, while it was here in 
Chicago that Work wrote and published his 
songs, and it is here that the details of his 
work are best remembered. 

Nobody seems to know just when Henry C. 
Work came to Chicago. It was, however, 
within a year or two before the breaking out 
of the war. Bora in Middletown, Conn., he 
learned the printer’s trade, and when he ar- 
rived here he was a journeyman printer who 
had a taste for roving and had traveled over 
a good dealof the United States. He was 
about 25 years of age, had a wife and chil- 
dren, and was in very poor circumstances, 
Dr. George F. Root, whom the members of 
the musical department of the recent 
teachers’ convention in this city very 
properly termed *‘ the father of us all,“ was 
working one day, just after the breaking out 
of the war, on ascore of music in his bttle 
studio on Clark street when there 
was a rap at the door, and a

There is no large portion of 
the song, The Jolly Good Fellow,“ in that 
old composition of Fletcher’s; but there is 
quite enough to put the finger on and say 
“There is the ginning of the song, an 
there are the ideas that stall run through it.” 

Some jolly drinker of the eighteenth cent- 
ury took the original version, rewrote it, and 
gave it a new name, The Jolly Fellow, for 
two voices.) The tune and a part of 
the verses have come down from that com- 
position. It began: 

Come, let us drink a bowl, drive away all sorrow, 
For p’r’aps we may not meet again tomorrow. 

By comparing these two lines with the 
first two of the original song the reader will 
see that the versification is entirely changed, 
and that both of them cannot be sung to the 
same tune. 

In another copy of this same old song we 
have for the first time the present version:

Tonight we will all merry be, tomorrow 
We'll get sober. 

The most remarkable part of the story of 
an old song is the large number of variations 
and sup improvements that were intro- 
duced as soon as it became public property. 
In those days the publication of asong with 
material variations gave it a property value 
for the new publisher. It is much easier to 
vary an did song than to write a new one. 
Hence it was not long before this one passed 
through the usual course. 

About thirty or forty years afterwards it 
was rewritten and sent out to the world un- 
der the name of the Three Jolly Postboys,”’ 
and it began:

HOW ABOUT THE LAW? 


Is a Fact, and Has Been One for Sev 
eral Hundred Years, that Pedestrians 
Have as Many Rights in the Streets as 
Cabbies and Expressmen—The Common 
Law Is Explicit—Due Care Must Be Ex- 
ercised by Both Parties—Chicago’s Un~ 
heeded Ordinance, 

“ Hi! Get out of the way there, or I'll run 
over you! You've got ng business ta be in 
the street, anyway.“ 

That is what any pedestrian is likely to 
hear at any moment on the streets of Chica- 
go. Thatis what all teamsters, coachmen, 
and drivers thing, which proves that they do 
not know very much about the law of high- 
ways. Some time some of them will pass 
through experiences which will give them a 
realizing sense of what public streets are con- 
structed for; they will then under- 
stand that man does not necessarily 
have a mortgage on a street because 
he happens to drive one or more horses. The 
law is explicit on the subject; it says in 
brief, Have a care,.“ and distinctly states 
that the remark is applicable to all who use 
the highways, whether they ride or walk. 
Listen to the words of wisdom on the sub- 
ject as pronounced in England in 1676: 

‘‘It is set forth,” quoth a learned Judge 
of that day, “that the defendant, Master 
Alestree, was driving an unruly horse in 
Lincoln’s Inn Fields when the horse broke 
away and ran over the plafn@ff, Master 
Mitchell.” : 

‘Your Honor,” said a wily lawyer, the 
plaintiff had no business there.“ 

“Why?” asked the Judge. 

“Tt is. a public highway for horses,” said 
the lawyer. 

„A public highway is for all,“ said the 
Judge. “Therefore do I hold the defendant 

ilty for bringing an unruly and vicious 
orse into a public place where he is apt to 
do harm to lawful citizens of the King.’ 

This is not just what was said on that mem- 
orable occasion, for, as is the custom of their 
ilk, lawyers and J udge talked at great length; 
but this is what it all amounted to. It teaches 
a pretty lesson, and to this day it has never 
begr disputed by a court of law. It sets 
fofth that a public highway is for the public 
—not the riding public merely, but the whole 
public—the opinions of teamsters, etc., to the 
contrary notwithstanding 

Something over a century nearer our own 
time we find another English Judge expound- 
ing views similar to those above quoted. 

This learned man was Chief-Justice Den- 
man, and in answer to a plea that the plaintiff 
was walking in the road when there was a 
sidewalk he said: 

A man has a right to walk in the road if he 
pleases. It is a way for foot-passengers as well 
as carriages. 

This is all very odd, isn't it! The idea that 
a pedestrian has any right whatever to be 
in the road seems absurd—to an expressman. 
These Judges must have been laboring under 
tits of mental aberration. But the most pe- 
culiar rt of it all is that their views 
have en upheld by the courts in 
all instances. In 1 a man was 
run over while crossing High street, London, 
and Chief-Justice Coleridge had the audacity 
to say that the man had a right to be on the 
arent, and that the cabman and his employer 
were liable in damages. They ought to have 
lived in Chi , where no one thinks of 

uestioning a cabman’s right to do as he lists. 

n 1852 a woman was crossing Rothbone place 
on Oxford street, when her clothes were 
caught in the wheel of a cab, and she wasse- 
verely injured. It was shown on trial that 
the cabman called to her twice to get out of 
the way. and yet it was held that he should 
drive across crossings “slowly, cautiously, 
and carefully,” and for neglecting so to do 
he and his employer were held in damages. 
How ridiculous such adecision is. Itis so 
inspiriting, so exciting w whirl arounda 
corner or over a crossing at breakneck speed 
and see the people scatter. It gives an in- 
significant man sucha glorious idea of his 
own importance. He can say to himself: 
“That man can buy me and my rig out 100 
times over, and that one knows more in a 
minute than I do in a week, but they have 
got to jump when I speak out.“ this 
rule of the road is a grand thing. 

And yet the oddest and most peculiar thing 
of all is that these English opinions have 
been upheld in this land of the free. 
An exhaustive search through statutes 
and law reports fails to reveal a single in- 
stance where the doctrine is set forth that 
drivers are the only persons who have any 
rights upon the streets. In view of existing 
customs in Chicago it 1s hard to believe this, 
but the search was very thorough, and the 
statement can be made without fear of con- 
tradiction. On the contrary, there are many 
decisions that they are not the only ones who 
have rights. It seems that this freedom we 
hear so much about in this country is intended

But there are ordinances on this subject also, 
and, — — they seem to hem in the 
r ewe den ver even more closely 
the common law. Read this: 

No person shall ride or drive my horse or 
horses or other animal in the City of Chicago 
with greater speed than at the rate of six miles 
an hour, under the penalty of $10 tor each offense, 
to be recovered from the owner or driver thereof 
severally and respectively. 

There is no help for it. Whichever way 
he turns the cabman finds he is no more ex- 
empt from the law than any other verson— 

rovided he looks it up, and in this case THz 
— — has taken the pains to look it up for 
him. A mile in ten minutes is not very fast. 
There are lots of horses in Chicago 
that can travel faster than that, 
vide the cab-horses, any night in the 
week. There are not many people on the 
streets at night, of course, but the darkness 
makes danger to pedestrians —— The 
setting of the sun should not do away with 
the effectiveness of an ordinance. There are 
many who err in this Speed of 
twelve or fifteen miles an hour is often 
attained on the streets and avenues, to-the 
great danger of pedestrians, whom the law 
declares to have rights. Yet those who 
ride are even more hemmed in by law, as 
follows: 

No person upon turning the corner of any 
street or crossing. the intersection of any street 
in the City of Chicago shall ride or drive 
with greater speed than at the rate of four miles 
an hour, under the penalty of $10 for each offense. 

A mile in fifteen minutes is really very 
slow—from appearances altogether too slow 
for the drivers of Chicago. Somehow pedes- 
trians would like to see that law observed. 
Pedestrians are so ridiculously unreasonable. 
And there is still another ordinance that they 
would like to see observed. It reads: 

No person shall ride or drive . . in or 
through any alley, or at time of issuing from or 
quitting such alley, with a greater speed than a 
walk, under the penalty of $10 for each offense. 

Pedestrians are unreasonable enough to de- 
sire to be able to pass the various alleys lead- 
ing to and from the express offices and 
wholesale houses without constant danger of 
being run over. They don’t mind a little 
danger—it adds zest to life—but too much of 
it gets monotonous. On all sides, Mr. Driver,

w, but he doesn’t get them. Now, why 
not be magnanimous, acknowledge that the 
pedestrian rights on the streets, and 
give them to him. Obey the law, both com- 
mon and munici and give him the rights 
that are his due. ou’ll forced to, if you 
don’t do it of your own will. He has the law 
on his side and you cannot rule the road long. 
No absolute monarchy can ever last long— 
especially in a free country. 


EMPEROR WILLIAM AT THE REVIEW. 


How He Looked When His Army Saluted 
Him at Stettin. 

Special Dispatch to London Times: Favored 
by splendid autumn weather, the Emperor 
today passed in review the Second or Pome- 
ranian Army Corps, which put into the field 
on a peace footing. thirty-four battalions and 
a corresponding force of artillery, altogether 
a very fine body of troops, quite equal in drill 
and discipline to the Guards in Berlin, though 
the infantry were almost all undersized men 
and did anything but answer to the expecta- 
tions of those strangers who may have been 
led by Prince Bismarck’s frequent allusions 
tothe bonesof a healthy Pomeranian mus- 
keteer, and other references of the Chancellor 
to the soldiers of his own home region, 
to expect the sight of brawny and 
formidable giants.

Some little time ago a man named Angell 
went to work and got up a book on highways, 
and in it he made this statement: * High- 
ways are public roads which every citizen 
has a right to use.“ And then, fearful that a 
highway might be understood to be simply a 
toll- road or something of that sort, he defined 
it as follows: 


Tüte word highway is considered the genus of 
all public ways, so thata common streetin any 
city or town, being common to all people, isa 
public highway. 


That makes State street a public highway, 
„common to all people — provided the team- 
sters don’t want to useitallfor their own 
private ends just at the time a great many 
people want to cross it on foot. But, of 
course, the mere fact that Mr. Angell makes 
a statement doesn’t make that statement true. 
What makes his statement carry weight in 
this instance, though, is the strange fact that 
his book has been accepted asan authority 
on that subject all over this country and is 
founded on the law. That es the 
matter more serious, and perhaps, after all, 
pedestrians have some rights on the high- 
ways; 8 drivers are bound to be a bit 
careful. In fact, Mr. Angell makes another 
statement in his book that seems to have 
some bearing on that point: 

All persons have a ht to walk in a public 
highway and are entitle the exercise of rea- 
sonable care on the part of persons driving car- 
riages along it. 

Then Mr. Angell further strengthens his 
5 by citing the case of Stinson vs. Gar- 
ort in Maine, in which the following was 

eld: 

All persons have the right to pass and repass 
upon public roads so long as they violate no laws 
for the common good or for the protection of in- 
dividuals. . . Children are not restricted 
more than adults. 

There seems to be truth in the assertion 
that pedestrians haye some rights, and, if 
that be the case, it is time they were informed 
of it. They might reside in Chicago a life- 
ume and never learn it from the considera- 
tion they receive from drivers. But, let no 
pedestrian think that he hasarightof way 
superior to that of a man riding or driving. 
The plain law in the case is that each must 
use due care. If a pedestrian runs needlesly 
into danger he cannot recover damages for 
the injuries he may sustain, unless the 
driver is grossly negligent. This has 
been held in innumerable instances. 
But it behooves drivers to be careful 
much more careful than they are in Chicago 
at present. All people—the well, the ill, the 
4 infirm, the cripples, men, women, and chil- 
dren—nave a perfect right to be on the street, 
and it is not sufficient for adriver to * 
Get out of the way “ to relieve him of re- 
sponsibility in case of an accident. The ne- 
destrian has exactly the same rights on the 
street that the driver has—no more and no 
less—and it would be well for some of the 
reckless Chi drivers to bear this in mind. 
The fact may a surprise to them, but it is

So much for driving in the heart of the 
city. Here is an extract from a Philadelphia 
decision that will interest those who drive 
fast horses on the quieter thoroughfares: 

A fast-trotting horse is a pretty plaything, but 
it is expensive, and to be used in its proper 
place, but not for the public highway; the public 
are not to be endangered by lawless, dangero 
and improper sports. II death had ensu 
in consequence of this collision the perpetrator 
would have been held guilty of murder in the 
second degree.

Works genius, such as it was, was not ac- 
quired, but was born in him. His education 
was quite limited and he had received almost 
absolutely no musical training. It is very 
often, if not usually, the case that men of un- 
lettered genius dash off their produc- 
tionsin a white heat of inspiration; but 
Work’s methods were in sharp contrast. He 
was exceedingly slow and painstaking, and 
it was bis habit to go over and over his work 
until he was satisfied that he could do no bet- 
ter. It was this that made his words fit so 
exactly to his music, and his music in turn so 
thoroughly in keeping with the sentiment of 
his verse. As to his music it was unexcelled 
in go,“ that indescribable quality that makes 
an air popular at once and without question. 
He was somewhat deficient, however, in 
technical skill, and the harmony of his scores 
often needed ae up. He found just ex- 
actly the help he n in Dr. Root. Root, 
at the time Work came to him with 
the score of “Kingdom Coming,” was 
also engaged in writing war songs, 
and right good ones they were 
as any Chicagoan knows. Work recognized 
his defects in technique and always submit- 
ted his scores before publication to Dr. Root 
for correction and improvement. The style 
of the two men had much in common, and 
the touches that Root gave were just what 
was needed. The public inadvertently paid 
a high compliment to both men, and it was 
for years a matter of good-natured dispute 
between them which was the more honored 
by the mistake.

Novelties That May Be Seen in Maiden Lane 
| and John Street. 

Some of the many new and varied designs 
in jewelry offered by the Maiden lane and 
John street dealers really surpass in elegance 
and detail anything hitherto offered. In 
lace pins and brooches the favorit patterns 
just now are in the shape ot flowe 
enameled in their natural colors an 
having either diamond dewdrops or 
other gems set upon them. Some 
of the pansies lately shown are a 
parently too delicate to handle, so natural 
is the soft velvety texture and color imitated 
by the enameler.
